District Health Department. No. 
3 wishes to commend the Local 
Chapter, in cooperation with the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, for its untiring work 
during the recent polio session, 

We were astounded to learn 
that $9,740.00 was received by the 
Local Chapter from the National 
Foundation to assume responsibil- 
ity for the tréatment and care of 
twelve of fourteen cases which oc- 
curred in Charlevoix County. Up 
until this past year we have been 
very fortunate in that we have 
had very few cases of polio in our 
Country. As a result we have nev- 
er materially needed the help of 
the National Foundation, and it al- 
most is beyond our comprehension 
to think that such a large sum 
could have been provided without: 
the help of the Foundation. Prior 
to this time the National Founda- 
tion was something to which we 
gave our dimes. When the need 
arose the National 
came across with dollars—thou- 
sands of them. Because of this or- 
ganization and the work of the 
‘Local Chapter the families strick- 
en were spared much mental as 
well as physical suffering. 

We pray that such a situation as 
last year will never again occur in 
our County, but if an epidemic 
does strike we will feel more se- 
cure knowing that such an organ- 
ization as the National Foundation 
| for Infantile Paralysis‘will be will- 
ing and ready to aid us.
